Waxed Hose Wear Longer 


Stocking feet which have been 
waxed will wear four times as 
long as those which have not been 
treated, according to results of 
experiments in the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture textile lab­ 
oratories. 
Waxed samples were 
washed 
and rinsed thoroughly to find out 
how often waxing need 
be re­ 
peated to prolong wear. It was 
found that samples laundered four 
times in mild suds still retained 
enough wax to give about twice 
as much wear as comparable ones 
that had not been waxed. 
Though only cotton hose were 
used in the experiments, it is be­ 
lieved that the toe and heel wax­ 
ing method would add to the dur­ 
ability of wool and rayon hose. 
This old European custom of 
rubbing wax on heels and stock­ 
ings is done by merely rubbing a 
piece of ordinary candle or paraf­ 
fin on heel and toe areas of the 
stockings.

St hoolcraft C ounty 
Health 
D e­ 
partm ents. In this area there hav e 
been in the past several m onths, 
b u t one case of scarlet fever, doe 
of undulent fever and fifteen 
of 
whooping cough. 
The doctor 
w arns, 
how ever, 
that though every precaution 
is 
taken to prevent th e Spread of 
these diseases, epidem ics often oc­ 
cur. For that reason, he urges the 
strictest co-operation in the m a in ­ 
tenance of 
q u a r a n t i n e 
reg u la­ 
tions. 
He also urges parents of chil­ 
dren of pre-school age to 
h av e 
their children tak en to their fam ­ 
ily physicians and given im m uni­ 
zation shots for whooping cough 
is this I 
the most pi avalent d is­ 
ease and its effects upon small 
children are 
m ore 
pronounced 
than in tile rase of older children. 
He also issues this w arning w ith 
reference to 
diphtheria, 
which, 
constitutes the m ost serious th rea t 
to rhildren at the present time. a l­ 
though there is not a case In the 
county at the present time.
